The Ex-tiovernor Expresses his Views an the
War- What he Declnres to be the “Patriot’s
Duty’ To-duy.

Rienyoxnp, Va, March 81, 1860. — Rey. James
Mitehell :—-Dear Sir—In reply to yours of the 25th
lust. I can only say that 1 am perieclly content Lo
awalt the “delay” simply which was resolved on, 1
muy be wise ad to sction, but I« dangerons as to the
work of preparation, Of this, however, your authori-
ties ure the proper judges,

As to the points in my first letier touching the ef-
foots of the abolition of slavery on the relations of
the two branches of the Methodist Episcopal Church,
I can only suy that my convictions gre strong, and if
1 clenrly expressed them to you 1 have no sort of ob-
jeation to their publication. My letter's main sab-
Ject-mutter called forth Incidentally an expression
on these points, but not fully enough, perhaps, to be
understood In o clear lght,  What 1 said, exactly, in
that lettor, 1 don't remember, but 1 know what |
mennt to say, and should have sald, and have no
hesitation now in repeating my 4rue meaning.

e long agltation of the question of glavery, Ita

history hefore the war, gand the war itself, convineed
me that an exodus from African bondage was
obliged to be by the almighty hand of Providence.
Giodd knew what poor finite mindg North and South
did mot foresee—that nothing short of fire and
gword, of war anid it8 blood and violence, could
emuncipate negro slaves on this continent, in a
country governed a8 the Unlted States, In the form
of constitutiona! republics bound together by & con-
stitutional union. By no gteps in normal times could
Congress ever have abolished slavery ; and the States
would never have commenced emancipation by
pepceful means, gradual or otherwlse, for reasons
which it would be {rritating now to state, It 8 suf-
felent to say that tao many in the South fought for
nothing but the right of property in slaves: and it {8
time that the North was inforined thot by far the
most respectable portlon of the Southern people
fonght for something fur more precions than the
legal privilege of helng the masters of slaves, They
fought for the more glorious privilege of self-gov-
erpment.  They were willing to emancipate slaves in
thelr own time and own way, hut were not willing to
wllow Congress to regulite thelr domestle govern-
ment and concerns for them elther 48 to slavery or
unything elge. Thus there were double restriints
ugulust emuncipation which could not beé removed in
time to prevent either dissolution of the Union or
civil war. The war was a natlonel necessity, poer-
mitted by Divine Providence to prevent (in the end, |
hope) greater evils than the war [tself,
Aud mnark this view of the case as essential o
guide wll good Christians and patriots lu thelr endea-
vorsinow 1o ease o most glorions country, stlll sufer-
ing from the awful contlict, and in the greatest dan-
ger of losing civil Hberty for all races in the stroggle
to emancipate one race,  The view I have taken Is a
helfocentric one, 1t strives to reach God's throne,
and to look thence out upon the ways amd the end.
That He ordered and directed and forced she resualt
of emancipation of slaves in America, Knowing that
there was no other way to bring it about, and at the
same time save all that {8 precions, I have not the
lenst doubt. And 1 feel that hie who resists, or In
any unregsonable way obstrocts, the legitimate con-
seguences of this special providence, “Kicks ngainst
the prieks,”™ "This brings up the question :—
What should be regavded as the legitimate conse-
quences? My answer 8 peace. The old strifes must
cense and be hushied, { Xt, charity, tolevation, hro-
therly amd patriotie Kindness, 1t {8 not for me to
upradd you or you me for the afenses and injuries of
the war, Slavery was [t8 cAuse, was our weakness
ir pot our wickedness, pmnd Gl has parged ont Its
sin end =atanie influence by fGre and oo,  His fire
und iood, for the war was His if the sin was mine.
But woe unto those, on either side, who shall cause
the fives to burn and the blood to heat after the sin
and canses of woer have been burned to pshes, We
must not Keep the fAres lgnited—the ashes must
b allowed to cool, and then, as from battle-felda,
the green herbage may be made to grow more
Hixurinnt thun ever: 6o good fruit may be made to
spring even from the cinders amd ashes of this hor-
rid war. No man, or set of men, must dare to take
any bolts of vengeance in their hands. God often
nsed the heathen to punish His own chosen people;
bt if they dared to do even 11is will in 8 heathenish
and unchristian way, Jehovah never failed to make
them, too, fevl His wratln,  Let the North remember
that, and that if the wur wias Providential, then we
all were but mere instruments of the Divine Govern-
ment, and should pot attempt to  play petty provie
dences in the \:lm'e of God, If we do we will curse
ourselves and our country—we will soon become
petty tyrants.

Guided by o catholic spirit like this, and looking

to God all the thme, In every act and plan, we will

prevent the white man from belng enslaved by the
cunses which mude the black man free; we will pre-
vent the continnance of the causes which separated
the Methodist Church a8 the preoursors of the at-
tempted separation of the whole country; and we
will cause the whole country to be stronger, and
safer, and freer thun it ever wag or could be before.

I ave written enough, amd yon are welcome to
weave these views Into those of my first Jetter and
print them together,

for them,
